"Tis by Law the King -Governs, and by Law 
the Subje%s Obey ; ’tis by Law the King h6tds 
his Crown, and by Law the People hold their Li- 
berty. A King of England is always a Minor, 
and therefore he cannot Alienate any of the 
Crown-Lands, even the forfeited Eftates of Redel:, 
if he makes Grants of them, thole very Grants 
may be Re-affumed by the People, of which we 
have had a late Inftance; Now, certainly, if 
the King cannot Grant away the Eftates belong- 
ing to the Crown, he can’t Grant my Eftate, my 
Goods and Chattels to another. My Inheritance 
is call’d my Patvimony, which fignifies Lands 
defcending to me from my Father, and not 
from the King. 

If the Subje# can have no Property but from 
the Kings Grant, what Property have thofe People 
that have no Kings? A Dutchman, a Genoefe, a 
Venetian, will tell you that they have all of ’em 
@ Property, and yet they don’t hold from the 


To tell us that we all hold of the Crown, is 
telling usin plain Englifp, That a King of Eng. 
land is a Self-bolder, like the Czar of Mufcovy ,

Thus 
Sir Walter Rawleigh firf Seiz d and Planted Vir- 
ginla, and gave it that Name in Honour to Queen 
Elizabeth ; but phe gave bim no P, operty in it, only 
made bim Governour of it, and fhe might have made 
any Other Governour if fhe bad pleasd. The Pro- 
prietors of Carolina were not its fir? Poffeffors, and 
jo of our other Plantations. Of what Cortez gain’d 
in Amezica, and the SubjcEs of other Princes and 
States. None allow Priovity of Poffefion to be any 
Title, except among Princes who ave upon the Level, 
and no Fudge between them.

Among 
Chriflian Princes, the Laws of God and the Coun- 
try are Judges ; among Heathen Princes, the Law 
of Nature; and themfelves are Fudges of one ano- 
thers Actions, elfe thé Confederacy is founded on 
a wrong Bafs. 

The Rebearfer makes all Dominion to be 
founded in Conguef, and that we hold our Lands 
by Grant of the Congueror. Says he, 4s when Wil 
liam the Conqueror made what Forfeitures be 
pleas’d, and divided the Lands of Engliilmen 
among bis Normans, and a Multitude of other 
Nations, Soldiers of Fortune who joyn’d with him,

But William the Norman was no Conqueror; had 
he been fo, he could have no Right to the 
Crown, and had he fuch a Right he could not 
Grant away the Lands of Engli/hmen to his Fo- 
reigners, or others, before Convidion on Legat Tri- 
al.’ Bur the Norman, at his Coronation, did 
Swear to maintain the Laws.of the Land, and 
particularly thofe of Edward the Confeffor. A 
Man of Kent would rub down the Rebearfal for 
faying the Norman was a Conqueror, and would 
tell hin, That their Tenure of Gavelkinde bas ever 
been, and fiill is their BirtheRight and Property’. 

The Laws of the Realm, and the Free-Birtb- 
Rights of Engli/hmen were confirm’d by the Nor- 
man at his Coronation : Indeed it is fpoken with 
an Air of Congueff, Lagam vobis Edoardi Reddo.
